Adjourned Council Meeting 
Defeats Legion By-Law 
on Monday Last

On Monday evening last the ad¬ 
journed council meeting from the 
regular session of Monday, June 6th 
was held in the municipal office 

Mayor Butchart and Councillors 
King, McLaggan, Brown, Ulrich, and 
Wolfe were present; A. J. Flood, sec¬ 
retary-treasurer, were in attendance. 

Letters were read from the Depart¬ 
ment of Municipal Affairs re the by¬ 
law to exempt from taxation and as¬ 
sessment the Canadian Legion prop¬ 
erty aud lands. 

Much discussion was held over this 
matter by all the councillors and the 
motion that the second reading of the 
by-law be given was lost in the ex¬ 
pression of choice by those present. 

Matter dealing with repairs to side¬ 
walks and the killing of weeds were 
dealt with. ’These were referred to 
the public works committee and will 
immediately be looked after . 1 The 
meeting then closed. 

The next regular meeting will be 
held on Monday, July 4th. 


Much interest nas been given by 
the Vulcan shareholders in the at¬ 
tacks upon the validity of the first or¬ 
der issued by the 1 urner Valley Gas 
Conservation Board made by ‘ the 
Spooner Oils, Limited, in Supreme 
Court. 

Judgment handed dovln by Mr 
Justice Ewing at Kdmonjum on Mon¬ 
day last dismissed with costj the ap¬ 
plication of the plaintiff company 
for an injunction against the Board 
and the attorney-general on all four 
sections upon which the case rested. 

In view of the failure of the action 
the gas conservation board will im¬ 
mediately proceed to enforce its ordei 
requirement limitation of the total 
amount of gas in Turner Valley to 
approximately 200,000,(HM) cubic feet 
daily However, in daily press re¬ 
ports of Tuesday, it is said by H. S. 
I’atterson, K.C., chief counsel for 
Spooner Oils, Ltd., that his clients 
would undoubtedly appeal to the ap¬ 
pellate court of Alberta for a rever¬ 
sal of the judgment. In the mean¬ 
time thh injunction, is automatically 
dissolved.

CITIZENSHIP 

For the first time probably, in the history of Canada, 
the naturalization of a group of men and women was 
made an occasion of ceremony at Winnipeg recently. That 
is to say, the province of Manitoba formally and ceremon¬ 
iously welcomed 87 individuals to Canadian citizenship 
and presented them with their naturalization papers. 

The ceremony was attended by the Lieutenant Gover¬ 
nor, the Provincial Attorney General, the Mayor of Win¬ 
nipeg and many other officials and dignitaries. The Can¬ 
adian Club sponsored the occasion. The program included 
simple addresses on citizenship with all its rights and 
privileges. There was patriotic music and the whole at¬ 
mosphere' was clothed with dignity ahd welcome. There 
was no doubt that it was appreciated by the new Cana¬ 
dians and will remain in their memory as an occasion of 
significance. Now they are Canadian citizens with a wel¬ 
come from the authorities of the pro\ ince. 

** 1 

Why has Western Canada been so slow to realize the 
value and need for this ceremonial of naturalization. No 
one of any nation, but is responsive to occasions of state, 
and it is of greatest importance that our new Canadians 
slioyld realize the honor as well as the obligations of citi¬ 
zenship. ll is important to them and important to Can¬ 
ada. 

Everyone is familiar with the slap-dash custom of nat¬ 
uralizing citizens round election times, when their votes 
would be of value. There is certainly no dignity and no 
impressiveness in that custom, which lias catapulted many 
a “foreigner” into citizenship without his realizing any¬ 
thing, except that he was being used to further some¬ 
body’s ambitions. He would have a very distorted idea 
of true citizenship. 

And also we know that there have been numbers of resi¬ 
dents who were long under the impression that they were 
Canadian citizens. They had gone through.some prelim¬ 
inary process of citizenship and “felt” Canadian and con¬ 
sidered themselves Canadian. Vet when it actually came 
to producing papers of naturalization they could not find 
them. . . 

If the ceremony of naturalization were made a public 
official semj^yearly or yearly occasion, there would be 
nothing vague about it. A man would- know absolutely 
whether or not he was naturalized, just as Tie would know 
whether or not he was married. 

Such a ceremony would add to the prestige of Canadian 
citizenship in the eyes of the would-be citizen, and -would 
be worth while from the standpoint of Canadian-borns. 

It is not amiss to uote an admonition from one of the 
speakers in the Winnipeg ceremony: “The laws of Canada 
are made by its citizens for its citizens; they are made by 
you for you. Therefore it is of the utmost importance 
that you obey them. This is the highest duty of citizen¬ 
ship. Don’t segregate. Mingle and associate with estab¬ 
lished Canadians. Fear God, honor the King and love 
yqur country.” * 

FROTH AND TWITTER 

At tile Republican convention where President Hoover 
received his re-nomination for a second term, the stage 
was all set to spread sweetness and light. A Jewish rabbi 
and a Roman Catholic priest joined hands-to move and 
second the nomination and give holy sanction to the gath¬ 
ering. The fuss and feathers and fleeting incidentals of 
the Occasion were played up, to the sacrifice of the real 
issues that confront the country Republicans are attempt¬ 
ing to submerge the really desperate situation of indus¬ 
try, by twaddle of prohibition. When millions of citizens 
are at the mercy of depleted relief funds, and actually are 
facing starvation, the Republican party discourses on beer 
and light wines !

While banksMdose down, cities go bankrupt, major in¬ 
dustries collapse, the big talk is whether to drink legally 
or illegally. 

if citizens of United States, distracted'tinder the bur¬ 
dens of taxation and failures, care one hoot about Jewish 
rabbis and Catholic priests blessing the Republican con¬ 
vention, they are much more simple than they have ever 
shown themselves to be. It is to be hoped, though scarce¬ 
ly expected, that the Democratic convention may offer 
something more substantial to a people in desperate 
straits. , 

Appqnitly national leaders are completely ignorant of 
the state of mind of the average citizen. So long as their 
salaries go on (and we have heard of no dollar a year men 
in this great crisis), these leaders are continuing with the 
sane old gestures and The same old platitudes. But they 
are not getting by with it. There may he no articulate re¬ 
monstrance, but there is a seething anger against leaders 
who are incapable of facing,-or unwilling to face-actual 
conditions. 

The Republican* convention of June 1932, would have 
gone over nicely three years ago. This year, it failed so 
grievously to appreciate the new temper of the people, 
as to be almost revolting. 

Canada is facing the greatest Imperial event of history. 
The stag, is* being set in Ottawa for the Imperial confer¬ 
ence It is to l>e hoped that those who gather at Ottawa, 
will sho\ • a realization of the purpose of their gathering 
and that their sole" concern will be to ameliorate conditions 
for the people whom they represent. The people are at 
present not interested in ceremony or display in suavities 
or oratory They are looking for constructive effort and 
intelligent leadership. 

NEW MAGNA CHARTA 

Today, June the l'»tb, is Magna Chnrta Day, and, as 
usual, wv are supposed to keep memory of that great doc¬ 
ument green, as referring to it. 

I The great Charter, framed in 1215, and assented to re- 
JjilUiuUv by-King 4<4m, was. simply a demand for the 
“Square Deal” as between man and man and between gov¬ 
ernments and subjects. Present day conditions lead one 
I to think that it is just about time that another Great 
( barter made its appearance, or at the very least, the old 
one was made more effective. In one way and another, 
governments have forgotten their functions of governing 
and have become collecting agencies. The square deal has 
been eliminated, under pressure of high financing.

BRACKEN RETURNED 

The return of the Bracken Coalition government was a 
surprising event to many. The election in Manitoba was 
watched with interest by all, mainly because Premier 
Bracken is the first Western leader to have invited a Coal¬ 
ition. Though it is difficult to determine all the influences 
which brought about Mr. Bracken’s re-election, it is evi¬ 
dent that the people saw merit in a union of parties to 
produce a capable government. The stand pat Liberals 
received a decisive answer to their attitude, by absolute 
elimination. The Conservative forces were expected to 
poll much more largely than they did. And thpir refusal 
to join in any coalition, evidently met with no great ap¬ 
proval from the people. Provincial party leaders appear 
slow to realize, that the public generally, is entirely out 
of sympathy with the good old party war cries. They see 
no need for quibbling and fighting and wasting time, on 
party issues. In fact there seems little need for party 
issues in any Provincial business. A policy ’is either good 
for the Province or it is not good. There may conceiv¬ 
ably be legislation which is, good for one element of the 
population and injurious to another. But the purpose of 
any Provincial government should be to legislate equitab¬ 
ly and honestly for all classes, be it Farmer, Liberal or 
Conservative. 

A Union government, free to call upon the best men 
from all parties should prove a stronger government, than 
ojle restricted to the talents of one group only. Whether 
it proves to be stronger is yet to be seep. A large pro¬ 
portion of the B.C. press is protesting against a suggested 
coalition in that province, on the ground that it will pnly 
pile up the numbers of office seekers and add to the al¬ 
ready unbearable taxation. That is not a very trusting 
view to take of Provincial leaders, but there it is. 

To return to Manitoba, Premier Bracken is apparently 
in the opinion of the majority, Manitoba’s “best bet.” In 
proposing a coalition, he rose above party, and possibly 
accomplished a wise strategic move. He might have won 
the election alone, but no doubt gained strength from Lib¬ 
eral supporters. His record which extends back to 1922, 
is relatively good. The net debt of the province has in¬ 
creased little', compared with that of other prairie prov¬ 
inces. 

It is no small tribute for any Premier to be returned to 
power in these stormy days, and Mr. Bracken’s address 
to the crowds, following his re-election, was a good aug¬ 
ury for future effort. He urged the people to forget 
party lines and pull together for provincial good. 

LEGALIZED BUT UAI) 

-**“ 

Revenue comes from taxes, and so long as taxes are 
paid, governments do very nicely. But comes a point as 
at present, when taxation seems to take its place as a 
legalized racketeering. With less money to carry him, 
than at any time probably in his history, the individual is 
stung here a»d there and everywhere, with little tolls 
which in aggregate, drain him utterly dry. 

And at that, it is very doubtful if the revenues antici¬ 
pated, are being realized either by Federal or‘Provincial 
governments. For instance only about half as 'mrany cars 
are travelling the roads in 1932 as in the spring of ’31 
This means reduced revenue in licenses and gas. The half 
rate license fee operative on August 1 will bring a few 
more cars out of storage, but not so many. And almost 
everyone is watching car expenses closely. 

Again, what is the result of the tax on long distance 
telephone messages, instituted by the -Federal govern¬ 
ment? Although no figures are available yet, it is fairly 
certain, judging from the comments of individuals, that 
telephone conversation has been very considerably reduc¬ 
ed. That extra nickel or dime, over the , old charges, 
makes many a good old customer turn from the phone 
and decide to do, business by letter. It is a case of the 
last straw. And it does seem that the Federal govern¬ 
ment might have realized more by holding a gun on the 
Provincial phone department and demanding a split. The 
present extra tax we would say, means considerably less 
long distance revenue for the province, and less than an¬ 
ticipated for the Dominion. 

Again, the five cent amusement tax is bound to have an 
injurious effect on legitimate business throughout the 
province. When a small Jown theatre manager presents' 
first class pictures at his theatre, and at the same time re¬ 
duces his prices to 35 cents, he is operating on the small¬ 
est possible margin of profit. But the additional five cent 
tax on top of the 35 cents, is a definite deterrent to pat¬ 
rons. The government penalizes the business to suen an 
extent, that many theatres no doubt will be obliged to 
close their doors. This is only one small instance. All 
over Canada, legitimate businesseses, necessary busines¬ 
ses, and good citizens are being steadily throttled in order 
that the colossal machinery of government may go on. A 

If Canadian citizens actually do enjoy the rights of 
self-government, it looks as if they would be obliged to 
demand a wholesale discharge of their government employ 
ees, and get down to a greater simplicity of government. 

NONE AT PRESENT 

Senator A. D. McRae of Vancouver, who commanded 
admiration for his splendid organization of the Conserva¬ 
tive party at the last election, is a man of determined will. 
For many years now he has had his mind set on peopling 
the wide open spaces with British settlers, and he is still 
strong; in the faith. 

With hundreds of unemployed of British, Canadian and 
other origin, crowding his.doorsteps at Vancouver, and ly¬ 
ing in the path of his progress across Canada, his eye is 
still fixed on his vision and he craves to bring in more 
settlers. : 

It is his opinion that migration is to be a major issue 
of the Imperial Conference, and that western premiers 
must consider the question seriously. His plan is to peo¬ 
ple the vast Peace River regions of B.C. and Alberta with 
British immigrants. In this he is, definitely opposed by 
Premier Tolmie of B. C.; and our own Premier Brownlee 
has frequently amt firmly discouraged the Immigration 
policy of the Dominion for many years. So it is unlikely 
that Senator McRae's proposal will be greeted with rous¬ 
ing cheers at any point. 

For one thing, it is unfair to encourage the British set¬ 
tler to banish himself to the far North. Unless these sett¬ 
lers are hand-picked, they are mostly from British cities, 
and constitutionally unadapted to the lonely, rigorous life 
of isolated, primitive country. They would in many in¬ 
stances drift to the cities to complicate the employment 
problem of trade and factory workers. 

Senator McRae is himself, a good organizer. If he 
would undertake personal supervision of the British set¬ 
tlers, and give his personal security to the governments 
that they would remain on this Peace River land, farming 
and developing it, and that they would be and continue 
to be self-supporting, then his proposition might be con¬ 
sidered. But to ask Canada to add blindly to her present 
population, with no guarantee that the newcomers would 
lie any more suited to the land, than the thousands of un¬ 
employed already in Canada, is asking something imprac¬ 
tical and impracticable. * 

Canada has at present, 726,000 unemployed on her 
hands, the majority of whom are capable, decent people 
willing to work and quite as adapted to his settlement 
schemes as anyone he could import. It would show a 
more Canada spirit if he were to turn his solicitude to 
those already in Canada, instead of'exposing others to the 
hazards of coming to Canada and facing the same difficul-

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STOCK WATERING WHAT IT COSTS COMPANIES ACT 
SH’D BE BANNED TO GROW WHEAT UNDER SCRUTINY 


Hon. Harry Stevens is earning re¬ 
aped as a public man who says what 
he thinks without fearing political 
consequences. All along he has been 
an advocate of bi-metalism, advanc¬ 
ing strong opinions for the use of 
silver. None of his colleagues in the 
Government say whether they agree 
or differ with him; they just keep 
mum. As for the country-at large, it 
at least knows where Mr. Stevens 
stands. ( 

Then the other day he took a 
whack at watered stocks in a speech 
before the Canadian Manufacturers’ 
Association; where no doubt there 
were gentlemen within range of his 
voice who had benefitted by the sys¬ 
tem of over-capitalization in boom 
days. It is true that a lot of practi¬ 
ces and policies of past times are be¬ 
ing roughly treated in these days, 
and there are those of us who wonder 
whether upon the return of good 
times evils ,Iike stock watering will be 
resorted to again or whethey .they 
will be banned for all time. If they 
are bad in bad times they should be 
bad also in good times. 

Mr. Stevens rightly said that much 
of the inability of companies to pay 
dividends just now was orraicount of 
over capitalizaition. There’s no doubt 
about it. Had some companies been 
left alone and allowed to carry on in 
the ordinary Way, they would be pay¬ 
ing dividends at this moment instead 
of passing them.

Dom. Dept. Agriculture Has Establish 

Costs of Production with View to 
Reducing 

The average cost of producing 
wheat after fallow on eight Dominion 
experimental farms for the period 
1923-1930 has been $17.40 per acre 
for a 27.4 bushel yield, or 64 cents 
per bushel. The average cost of pro¬ 
ducing wheat after fallow on a num¬ 
ber of privately owned farmers in 
1929 was fo’.ind to be $17.50 per acre 
for a yield of 22.3 bushels or at a cost 
I of 78 cents per bushel. These are av- 
jerage figures. Great-variations exist 
j however, in the cost of producing 
|Wheat*.. For example, the cost per 
I acre , ort these farms for wheat after 
fallow ranged from as high as 21.77 
'to a low cost of $9.25. These figure 
indicate the extent of possible reduc¬ 
tion in the per acre cost of produAig 
wheat. Any one interested in mis 
subject may obtain free a copy of 
this bulletin.

“Let me go over the Act and make 
a few suggestions. In the beginning 
only one class of stock could be is¬ 
sued and that was for money. But 
noiv, the letters patent do not direct 
what description of shares may be 
issued. The directors may create 
and issue stock of any description, 
with such restrictions and voting 
rights as they choice, and may pro¬ 
vide for the .conversion of preference 
shares to common shares, or of any 
class of shares into any other class. 
Under an amendment of 1930, they 
may issue no-par shares—$100 or 5 
cent-shares—any kind of shares they 
choose. 

No Capital Needed, 

“They may issue any number of 
millions of-shares and begin business 
with $5(10 cash. I know of one fam¬ 
ous case in Which four shares con¬ 
trolled a whole company. They ilnay 
prescribe what class of shares may 
vote, may best control in as many 
shares as there are directors; may 
sub-divide shares, issue no-par shares 
at any price they choose. But they 
must have a capital of $50(1 before 
they can begin business. 

Should Issue One Class Only 

“I suggest that no company should 
have 1 right to issue more than one 
class of shares., A great evil has ris¬ 
en from' issuance of multitudes of 
shares of no-par value. 

Stock Market Reason 

“The reason for no-par-value shares 
is a stock market reason. When a 
prosperous company’s shares go to 
$100 or $300 they are not readily 
saleable, but if they are split and of¬ 
fered at $10, with the company name 
hack of them, they will go like hot 
cakes at enormous premiums. This 
does not hurt the company but it has 
woefully hurt the public. Not all 
companies have intended dishonorab¬ 
ly in this method, but some have done 
it purely for stock market reasons. 
How many thousands of financial 
wrecks are spread over this country 
because of splitting and expansion of 
stock? It is time some of the water¬ 
ed stock was cut off. 

Serious Warning 

“That man is rash and imprudent 
who buys a commercial security in 
Canada today. This should not be so. 
Everyone who buys bonds, invests be¬ 
cause he thinks he is investing safely. 
All legislation regarding securities 
should be of a protective nature and 
should prevent the issuing as a secur¬ 
ity of anything that is palpably a 
nullity. 

“Here is something which may be 
done. A company having nothing 
may issue common stock and may 
pledge that for 100 million and with 
tine names on the prospectus will go 
over. The company can then issue 
delientures ahead of those stocks. Is 
it right that Parliament should enable 
companies to do that? 

“Companies may also put out a 
trust deed, framed by themselves -to 
secure their mortgages. Debtors 
should not be allowed to frame their 
own mortgages, because if they de¬ 
fault the creditors are helpless. 

“Then the directors of a company 
may revamp the ‘financial structure.’ 
There, is no reason why a solvent 
company should be reconstructed, and 
in-England this is confined to insol- 
j vent companies. 

Prospectus 

“Recently under the inexorable 
British law, three great men in Scot¬ 
land were sent to jail for issuing a 
fraudulent prospectus, an English 
peer of ancient name also went to 
penitentiary. 

“But what does our Act provide? It 
provides that a director issuing a 
prospectus is liable for the putting 
forth of any statements which he 
knows to be untrue, or has no reas- 
onTor believing to be true. So those 
issuing prospectuses make no state¬ 
ment of fact, they use ‘it is estimat¬ 
ed’ or get a letter from some ‘expert’ 
and no one can prove they knew he

Monday night, quite by accident, I 
Happened into the town office when 
the by-law exempting the local branch 
of the Canadian Legion from taxation 
came up for second reading. After a 
very brief discussion the by-law was 
killed. 

1 he local branch of the Legion have 
been aware for some time of a very 
distinct and definite opposition to 
their aims, objects and activities 
This opposition is actuated by a com¬ 
bination of personal feeling, prohibi¬ 
tion sentiment and some other factors 
not proper to mention here. To date 
the Legion have ignored this opposi¬ 
tion hoping it is only a passing phase 
but eventually it* will have to be taken 
into consideration as the Legion must 
continue to function ^ 

The element in the community who 
object to the legal selling of beer by 
the Legion are deserving of a certain 
amount of respect; even the Legion 
itself is not unanimous on the desira¬ 
bility of beer selling; but beer selling 
is only one small feature of the local 
activities and an unimportant one at 
that. Their other work includes care 
of sick and physically - unfit returned 
men, adjustment of pension cases, 
poppy sales, .burial of indigent re-' 
turned men, furtherance- of associa¬ 
tions for international peace; and in¬ 
culcating in the growing youth qf 
Canada a- spirit of loyalty to Canada 
and the British Empire. This work 
deserves the sympathy arid support 
«£ the community. , 

However, there is another.angle to 
the uestion of the rejection of the 
tax exemption by-law which is im¬ 
portant and should be drawn to the 
attention of all ratepayers whether 
they believe in the aims and objects 
of the Legion, or do not. 

When the original petition was pre¬ 
sented to the Council; the Council 
sidestepped the issue by deciding to 
put it to a municipal vote. If at that 
time the Council had come out defin¬ 
itely and rejected the petition, the 
signers might have felt disgruntled 
but could have had no valid objection. 
Hut the Council did not do that; they 
put it to a vote of the burgesses on 
the distinct though unwritten under¬ 
standing that they would endorse and 
enforce the wishes of the ratepayers. 
The by-law carried by a small ma-: 
jority, but carried. Now, the Council 
have gone over the heads.of the rate¬ 
payers saying in effect “your opinion 
counts for nothing, we will do as we 
please, anyway.” [ 

The voters of the town who happen 
to be pleased by the action of the 
Council in this particular matter 
should not he too pleased; a disobed¬ 
ient servant makes an unreasonable 
master and any Council which shows 
such complete indifference to public 
sentiment is due sooner or later to 
embroil the town and themselves in 
trouble.

“Now, Mr. Coote and his fellow 
Progressive have been demanding the 
abandonment of the present fixed re¬ 
lation of Canadian currency to the 
New York dollar. They want the Ot¬ 
tawa dollar to drop to the level that 
the present low amount of Canadian 
export trade, that is the demand for 
Canadian bills of exchange, would 
bring it. They claim ' our exports 
would then automatically increase.We 
would have the same favorable posi¬ 
tion as the non-gold standard coun¬ 
tries have. If we sold butter m Eng 
land we would receive 24 cents’ for 
a shilling instead of 20 cents as we 
receive today. Having currency of 
the same value as Australia and Den¬ 
mark, we could once more compete on 
equal terms with them. 

“To all these arguments both the 
Prime Minister and the Leader of the 
Opposition have been opposed. They 
saye it is dangerous to tinker with 
monetary values. We should wait 
and see. <* 

“The world problem, according to 
both Keynes and Stamp, is to arrest 
further deflation, further falling com¬ 
modity prices, further scarcity of 
gold and further appreciation of its 
value. The United States has the 
special task of turning her surplus 
gold to some employment of either 
lending it outside or of issuing more 
American money with this_ gold as 
backing, of practising controlled in¬ 
flation.
